Astro-Physical 
Observatory Discov­ 
ered That the Output of the Sun’s 
Energy is Variable.

now being conducted by the Smithson- I 
inn institution. 
As all astronom ics know, the dis- | 
con cry t hut tile output of the sun s 
energy is variable was made exclu­ 
sive!} by Dr. < I. (J. Abbot, assistant sec­ 
retary of the institution find director 
of its uMtro-phynlcal observatory. Stu­ 
dents of tile weather are finding thut 
u relationship exists between the vari­ 
ations in the solar energy received by 
the earth and variations iii the weath­ 
er of (lie earth. 
Already weather pre­ 
dictions in the Argentine republic are 
made by a thoroughly trained Ameri­ 
can meteorologist baaed upon reports 
of solar energy measured by the Smith­ 
sonian Institutions station Iii <Mille, 
arui the success there bus stimulated 
the study with a view of changing the 
weather man’s working hauls for the 
Fulfill States. 
As a forerunner of the probable 
change for tills country, Dr. Abbot 
plans greater facilities for the meas­ 
urement of the solar energy so as to 
obtain 
rout imams 
observations 
throughout the year and also to have 
the advantage of several widely sepa­ 
rated points of observation, 
o n e sta­ 
tion Is now maintained on Mount Wil­ 
son, California, and another in <’hiIe, 
but the institution's program proposes 
new stations In Egypt and at Yuma, 
Ari/. 
Scientists are confident 
t lint 
with these stations the weather fore­ 
casting of the Fulled States limy he 
placed «iti a solar basis for the first 
time because measurements of solar 
radiation may be obtained every day, 
aud will not suffer from Interruptions. 
a* at present, from cloudy or rainy 
flays. 


The Astro Physical Observatory. 


But what Is the astrophysical ob­ 
servatory, ami what good is it? 
“Tho 
astrophysical 
observatory,” 
answers Dr. Abbot, “is a unique Insti­ 
tution, the only one iii the world which 
carries oil a thorough study of the prob­ 
lem which Is fundamental to the life 
ami flu* growth of everything ujhui 
tin* earth. 
“As yon know,” tie continued, “ tho 
earth Is habitable only because It has 
ii certain mean tem perature ranging 
between freezing ami Urn terni tora lur© 
of the blood. 
Not only so. hut the 
growth of plant*, food plants, depends 
im ii very much narrower range in 
temperature, so that, for example, a 
change of ten degrees Fahrenheit in 
tin* mean tem perature would make all 
tim difference between growing ap­ 
ple* and growing orang'** in certain 
places. 
“The temperature Is maintained by 
Hie rays of tile sun which shine upon 
the earth. Interrupted, of course, iii 
the passage through the air by clouds, 
fio*t sud the like and by the mole­ 
cule* of the atmosphere itself. 
Then 
the earth I* Mending out rays iii an 
equivalent amount, hut these rays de 
pend 
upon the tem perature of the 
earth. so that von have a certain tem­ 
perature a* the balance between the in­ 
coming my.* of the sin: and the out 
■vs of the earth, both hindered 
atmosphere 


Variations of the Sun. 
question which is fundamental 
life and the grow til of every­ 
thing ii putt earth is the main question 
which tin* a s tro-physical obscrvator) 
investigates.
